/. -^nr^H E Dogg was a pretty Spaniel, two palms and a 
J[ half high, white.and an excellent (ctter for Quails. 
Being kept tyed, asfuchdoggs are wont to be, he would ras 
thcr have burft than urine or dung in the place where he 
was kept* By reafon of his aptuefs to bite , he was 
cut when he was five years old , and two years after that, 
he began to urine with much difficulty. Whereupon as often 
as he was let loofe, he ran prefently into ths Garden and fell 
to eat of Pellitory of the ff^aB, and Fig- leaves. This diicafc 
continued upon him for five years together, Sometimes with 
that violence that his Mafler had him firinged, and anointed 
withoyi of Scorpions, and ufed other remedies to help the 
poor creature* 

At length he died at twelve years of age, and being opened 
by a skilml Anatomift, there was found in his bladder a ftone 
weighing an ounce, of an irregular figure, white,yet here and 
there with fome reddilh fpecks ■■> and in the bottom of the 
bladder was found fliore of fmali white gravel, and in the 
mouth of the urinal pa0age a ftone as big as a great pine-kcr- 
ncl, white and tender. The reft of the body was all fwelled. 

It may be noted here (faith the Italian Journalijl) that Mat' 
tbiolits and others fay, that the Juice of PeBitory doth much 
provoke urine 5 and that it doth fo efpecially, when being 
heated upon a tile and fprinklcd with a little Malmefy, it Is 
applied to the part. And as to Fig-leaves^ he adds, that Phy- 
ficians adfcribe to Figs an abfterfive vertue. opening the bo- 
dy and cleanfing the reins : Of which vertue the Leaves may 
perhaps participate. Thus Brutes feem to know,without any 
direfiiion from a Dio/corides, or Matthielui^ or other Botanift, 
the herbs proper for their difeafes.
